Academy Award-winning actor Jeff Bridges wanted to avoid making a climate change documentary that only 
preached to the converted - he wanted to reach and speak to people who didn't care about the issue. 


That's why Living in the Future's Past, produced and narrated by Bridges, deliberately avoids heaping guilt upon 
viewers or hammering them with warnings of impending doom, the Big Lebowski star said. 


"| think the fear makes you throw up your hands and feel like it's too late, or think it's going to trickle down from the 
government," said Bridges, 69. "But | don't think we can wait for the government to be enlightened with what our 
scientists are telling us. | think it's got to trickle up, if it's trickling anywhere. | think we all have to take action." 


When Bridges first discussed collaborating with director Susan Kucera, he said he felt there were enough climate 
movies that pointed fingers and told audiences they were in dire straits. The pair were interested in why humans as 
a species were responding the way they were to climate change. 


Bridges likes to use a metaphor inspired by one of his heroes, Buckminster Fuller, who invented a small rudder 
called a trim tab that helps turn a larger rudder on a ship. 


"We all can make a huge difference, just like that little rudder on the big rudder," Bridges said. "We can all do it in 
different ways. l'm in the movie business, so | make movies." 


The film will screen this week as part of Elements Film Festival at Vancouver's Telus World of Science.

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Fleetwood Mac's remaining four shows on their North American tour were postponed Monday - including Monday 
night's show in Toronto - while Stevie Nicks recovers from the flu. "While she is feeling better already, management 
has consulted with her doctors and have decided to reschedule the remaining four shows of their North American 
tour to allow for her full recovery," promoter Live Nation announced. Those four dates: Monday in Toronto, 
Thursday in Winnipeg, Saturday in Edmonton and Monday in Calgary. 


The band is looking to October or November for makeup dates. Ticket-holders will receive new dates and details 
shortly; refunds are available at point of purchase. The band had already hit Toronto once on this tour last 
November and received a positive review from the Star's Ben Rayner despite the absence of guitarist Lindsey
